Chicago. April 24.—A “holy war" 
has broken out in Zion city and the 
battle for the throne of Wilbur Glenn 
Voliv a v . ill be staged today. 
Each side lias marshaled about 500 
men. 
Acting Mayor S. F. Miller spent the 
afternoon passing out rifles and shot­ 
guns, while Elder John 
M. 
Royal, 
major general of the “army of exter­ 
mination.” was supplying his clans­ 
men with hibles and hymn books. 
The fighting began as a result of 
the adv ent into Zion of 250 employes 
of the Cook Electrical company, which 
has opened a new factory. The factory 
men Insisted on smoking within the 
city limits and the Zionists objected. 
As a resuli one of the factory men 
was knocked down and a riot ensued. 
The Voliv aites marched to the sta­ 
tion when the factory hands came in 
on a train and began singing and pray­ 
ing. 
A little scuffle resulted and the 
Zionltes were forcod back up the hill, 
where the song and prayer serv ice 
was continued. 
“We will meet the Gentiles at the 
depot today and pray with them and 
ask them to le*av e,” said Elder Royal. 
“We will use ev ery peaceable means 
to settle the t ouble, but falling, 
we 
must use force. 
I know

armed, and I shudder to think of what 
may happen. 
Hut Zion will triumph 
with the right.”
